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St. Francis De 
Sales-Firgrove: 


What is the solution?

. The question of adequate perma- 
nent school facilities for St. 
Francis De Sales and Firgrove 
schools dates back to November 
25, 1970, when the Metropolitan 
Separate School Board ap- 
proved the construction of a 726 
pupil place school on its own site 
#133 (north side of Firgrove). 

In the next year, the Ministry of 
Education gave Building Pro- 
posal approval to the M.S.S.B. 
and approved the relocation of a 
portable school to this site and 
final plans were approved for the 
construction of a permanent 
school facility. 

It was at‘ this point that the 
North York Board of Education 
approved a resolution (as a result 
of a near empty Firgrove public 
school), offering the Metropolitan 
Separate School Board the 
possibility of sharing and ulti- 
mately purchasing this new 
expensive public school facility. 

Attached to this resolution was 
a request to the Minister of Edu- 
cation to “forestall any costly 
duplication of school accomo- 
“dation in the area.” 
< Subsequently, meetings were 
held with representatives of the 
North York Board of Education, 
the Ministry of Education and the 
Metropolitan Separate School 
Board. The result — the Ministry 
of Education denied the cons- 
truction of St. Francis De Sales 
and forced the M.S.S.B. into a 
sharing arrangement at Firgrove 
public school. 

This has resulted in great sacri- 
fices for parents and children of 
both school communities. The 
enrolment of both school boards 
has increased dramatically, 
resulting in the unjust portable 
situation which presently exists. 

Many meetings have been 
held this past year in an attempt 
to resolve this situation. The 
Metropolitan Separate School 
Board and the North York Board 
agreed upon the following reso- 
lutions: 

1. That the Metropolitan 
Separate School Board agree to 
the location of the total St. 
Francis De Sales school at the 
existing St. Francis De Sales/ 
Firgrove location. 

2. That the proposed Catholic 
school site be 5.8 acres in area. 

3. That staff be authorized 
to negotiate the exchange of site 
#133 for equal park acreage 
adjacent to the existing perma- 
nent facilities. 

The result — once again the 
Ministry ‘of Education officials 
have denied these solutions and 
have requested the M.S.S.B. to 
build on site #133 and release 
the existing facilities to the North 
York Board of Education. 

Strong concern has been ex- 
pressed by the M.S.S.B. since 
this solution would result in 200 
vacant pupil places at Firgrove 
public school which could be 
used against the Metropolitan 
Separate School Board when it 


. finalizes plans to erect a new 


school planned on Frith Road. In 
addition, site #133 is a much 


smaller site for a thousand pupil ~ 


place school than the existing 
location. 

Following a meeting with the 
Directors of Education con- 
cerned, the Planning staffs and 
Ministry of Education officials, it 
has been agreed upon to attempt 
to reach a solution to problems in 
the entire Jane Corridor, includ- 
ing the solution to the St. Francis 
De Sales/Firgrove situation. 


Possibilities being explored are: | 


A. the exchange of St. Martha 
and Calico schools. 

B. the possible sharing of 
Stanley Public school to alleviate 
overcrowding at St. Jane Francis. 

C. the building of St. Francis 
De Sales on site #133 

D. construction of a permanent 
facility on Frith Road. 

The prime concern expressed 
throughout these discussions will 
be that the Catholic community of 
parents and pupils in the Jane 
Corridor have experienced con- 
siderable disruption and sacrifice 
over the past years due to the 
lack of adequate permanent 
accomodation for the needs of 
the Catholic community. 

The Metropolitan Separate 
School Board will be extremely 
reluctant to consider further sac- 
rifices on the part of the school 
community.

It took eight months but the Block 
Parent Program has finally ar- 
rived in the area. We hope it will 
help make the streets safer for 
our children. 

You may have noticed distinc- 
tive Block Parent signs appearing 
in the windows of the area or 
elsewhere. i 

In previous years, when 
mothers could have stayed at 
home there was no need to go 
when in trouble. Now, that is no 
longer feasible. Single parent, 
working mothers, and the mobil- 
ity of today's society often mean 





‘children are on their own for 


hours each day. Even if you are 
home all day there is always the 
chance of an incident happening 


‘when your child leaves his own 


street to visit a friend or to go to 
the store, etc. 

Those already involved in this 
program find it's a great way to 
feel useful to their community 
while staying in their own home. 
l'm sure many more adults would 
like to become involved. 
What is the Block Parent 
Program? 

A Block Parent Program con- 
sists of several homes in each 
block and displays a Block Parent 
sign. This signifies to a child that 
protection and responsible assis- 
tance in an emergency is avail- 
able at that home where the sign 
is displayed. The main purpose of 
the Block Parent Progrm is to dis- 
courage troublemakers. 

Who can be a Block Parent? 

Anyone over the age of 18 who 
is concerned for.the safety of the 
community’s-children and who is 


willing to provide .help. Block 
Parents do not. need to be 
parents themselves. No special 
training is needed. Only care, 
concern and common sense are 
required. 


When shoud children go to 


these homes? 

Children are to go to these 
homes ONLY in cases of emer- 
gency such as: Alarmed by stran- 
gers; Accident; Iliness; Bullies; 
Vicious dogs, etc. 

What will the Block Parent do? 

In emergencies involving child 
molesters, the Block Parent will 
call the Police and the child’s 
parents, at the same time, offer- 
ing protection to the child. 

In emergencies involving 
physical injury or illness the 
Block Parent will be advised to 
contact the child’s parents. If the 
parents are not. available the 
Block Parent will then notify the 
Police Department if the situation 
warrants it. 

Each Block Parent will have a 
list of emergency telephone num- 
bers for reference. The Block 
Parent is not expected to: Give 
food or beverage; Provide toilet 
facilities; Render first aid; leave 
their home to break up fights 
though the appropriate authori- 
ties should be contacted if 
necessary. 

To make this much-needed 
project work, we must have 
volunteers to act as Block 
Parents. 

How can you become a 
Biock Parent? 

Interested adults can apply by 
filling out a simple application. 
The application is confidentially 
examined by a member of the 
police department who has been 
assigned to the Program. This 
examination is only for the 
purpose of eliminating any appli- 
cants who may have posed a 
danger to children in the past. 
Once this is completed, the appli- 
cant is forwarded with a Block 
Parent sign and all other infor- 
mation that is required. 

If you work during the day we 
still need you. Block Parents are

Remember, you act as a Block 
Parent only when it is convenient 
for you.

February hints 
for the 
gardening 
enthusiast 


Just because it's winter, there is 
no reason to neglect your plants 
and/or garden. Follow this handy 
check list for key February 
gardening activities. 

e Resist the temptation to 
shake snow off bushes and bran- 
ches this month. Let Mother 
Nature handle this herself, or you 
run the risk of 
damage to brittle boughs. And 
remember to keep driveways and 
paths near the garden as free of 
ice-melting salt as possible. The 
less you use, the less risk to trees 
and water supply. 

e Now's the time to order any per- 
manent garden fencing materials 
you have in mind and fix a date for 
delivery and installation, to avoid 
the late spring rush. 

e Mid-February is the time to 
bring your clivias into a warm 
room with plenty of light. Water 
them more when you see light- 
green growth in the centre of the 
leaf fan. Look for buds in 6 weeks 
or less. 

e For a dramatic new lease on life 
with large accent plants, give 
them a special spotlight of their 
on, rigged up with a timer set for 
the period from four in the after- 
noon till 11 p.m. each day. 

e Early February is the time to 
plan your vegetable and flower 
seed orders, preferably from nur- 
series that know growing con- 
ditions in your area. It’s also wise 


to reserve your stakes, nettings - 


and other garden materials from 
your local garden centre, at the 
same time you place-an advance 
order for seasonal delivery of 
seed potatoes, caladiums, onion 
sets, dahlias and all summer 
bulbs. 

e Check your shrubs in late 
February for pruning. Cut out any 
rubbing or criss-crossing bran- 
ches. In cold areas, simply mark 
where you're going to cut with 
brightly-coloured wool and post- 
pone the actual cutting until the 
weather.warms up. 

e Now’s also the time to circle 
April 7 through 11 on your 
gardening calendar and make 
plans to attend the continent's 
biggest indoor plant and garden 
show. The Plant Show is at 
Toronto’s International Centre 
and advance tickets and infor- 
mation can be had from show 
headquarters: 80 Charles Street 
West, Toronto M5S 1K8, Ontario.

We Are All Canadians 


At the conclusion of the last general meeting of the Jane Corridor 
held at the Yorkwoods Community Centre on February 11th, a 
couple of interesting speeches were made. 

Following the election of the Board of Directors to serve a new 
term of office for the Jane Corridor, two plump women got up and 
made speeches. Both were out of order, (according to the mechanics 
of parliamentary procedure) and both were out of context, in view of 
the situation at the present time. However, the gist of these speeches 


provided much food for thought. 


The first plump woman, perched herself on the Chairman’s table 
and addressed the auditorium in a speech which sounded like an 
apology. ‘! don't want you to feel that WE have anything against you, 
whether you are Italians, or Germans, or French, or Pakistanis or 
whatever...’ There was a thunderous applause. 

A second woman, offended by the first woman’s address, got up 
and hotly retorted: ‘I don’t want you to call us Italians, or Germans or 
...) We Are All Canadians. We are not second class citizens.’ Again 


there was a thunderous applause. 


The statement, ‘We are all Canadians’ when carefully considered, 
has profound implications. The second woman might or might not 
have been aware of the profundity of her statement. . 


Too often we are prone to stereotype people of different ethnic or ` 


racial origin. One has only to mention the word ‘Italian’ and we 
already have conceived ideas about the type of person he is, how he 
would act, and what are his capabilities. 

This stereotyping of ethnic races colour our imagination. We. 
should be wary of it. We often feel we already know the pérson 
before have actually met him. Moreover, we allow our minds to 
become more prejudiced against the entire ethnic group. In the 
example used for Italians, we are likely to say, “All Italians are the 


same.” 


Let us not fall into this trap of stereotyping people. Human 
emotions vary in each individual, irrespective of race, colour, or 
creed. We all have the endowments to smile, laugh, love, to be 


pleasant or even detestable. 


The second woman was right. We are Canadians. To preserve our 
indelible ethnic origin why not use the address, Italian Canadian or 
German Canadian or Pakistani Canadian.

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Q. My two sons (aged 5 and 7) 
are always fighting and arguing 
with each other. What can we do 


to put a stop to this? We've. 


already tried talking, punishment 

. nothing seems to work. 
A. Some conflict among brothers 
or sisters is a natural and 
probably a desirable part of 
family life. Learning how to work 
out differences with a brother or 
sister provides many children 
with valuable skills they can use 
to get along with other children 
they meet. But while your child- 
ren are learning how to settle 
differences, their squabbling can 
be awfully hard on your nerves 
and ears. 

‘The key steps you can take 
to keep fighting and arguing 
down to a minimum are careful 
diagnosis and 
action. 

Careful diagnosis reale you 
to admit to yourself that you don't 
really know why your children are 
fighting so much or what to do 
about it. If you can accept the fact 
that no parents have all the 
answers, then you have a much 
better chance of learning some- 
thing new about the problem. 

You might begin by watching 
and listening to your children 
when they are fighting. Try to 
keep yourself from “refereeing” 
or stopping the action and just 
watch. Ask yourself how and 


when the fights start, who really . 


starts them, and if the fights are 
about toys, privacy, bossiness, 
time with you, or everything in 
general. Decide what skills your 
children need to learn in order to 
handle their disputes more cons- 
tructively. 

If trying to answer these ques- 
tions doesn’t begin to give you 
clues about the problem and a 
way to help, try looking alittle fur- 
ther afield. Is fighting “a way of 
life” in your family? Do you fre- 
quently compare your children in 
front of them or encourage them 
to compete with each other? Is 
. fighting a handy way for your 
children to get you to pay some 
attention to them? Is there some- 
thing upsetting going in on your 
children’s lives that’s showing up 
through their fighting? 

If you have done a good job on 
the diagnosis, the action you 
need to take will be much clearer. 
With some children, the action 
required will be spending more 
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constructive

time teaching and showing your 
children some of the basic tech- 
niques of conflict resolution: 
sharing, taking turns, cooperat- 
ing, compromising, talking out 
problems, and respecting the 
other person. With other children, 
the answer will be in giving them 
at least some toys or spaces or 
special times with you which 
don’t have to be shared with their 
brother or sister. And with still 
other children, the key to 
“domestic tranquility” lies in 
letting the two of them settle their 
own battles, while avoiding 
getting yourself caught in the 
middle. ` 

Whatever you decide upon, it's 
most important that you let your 
children know clearly and consis- 
tently what behaviour you expect 
of them and when they have a 
conflict, not only what behaviour 
is unacceptable.

Children have the same basic 
needs and feelings as anyone. 
And why not? Children are, after 
all, people. 

We all need food, air and 
wamth to be physically healthy. 
Similarly, to be happy emotion- 
ally each person needs security 
in their lives, someone who cares 
about them and a general good 
feeling about themselves. 

Good child management skills 
result in happy children and 
adults. It is based on providing 
emotional needs of security, love 
and having a good feeling about 
oneself. 

Let's look at how a parent can 


provide these needs for their - 


children. 


Providing Security 

People feel secure when they 
know what to exect and what is 
expected of them. Imagine 
starting a new job or joining anew 
club — until you are sure what 
other people want of you, you feel 
uncomfortable. 

Parents help their children to 
feel secure by making it clear 
what is expected of them. This in- 
volves several things. 

We feel like doing something 
again when someone praises or 
encourages us; children are the 
same. in addition, they feel 
secure knowing what is expected 
of them. 

Parents are usually amazed at 
the results of praising or even just 
noticing the behaviour that they 
like in their children. 

If it bothers you that your child 
slams the door, ignore the slams 
and praise or notice any time he 
closes the door quietly. For 
instance, you could say ‘Wow, 
that was nice and quiet! It really 
does work. 

Along with 


praising and 


encouraging other positive things 
to do include tellng your child 
what you want him to do; encour- 
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aging your child’s attempts at ac- 
complishing a task; saying things 
in a positive way whenever you 
can. For example say: “When 
you're ready, we'll go” instead of 
saying “If you’re not ready, we 
won't go!” 
The more a parent tries to be 
consistent in the area of disci- 
pline the more the child knows 
“what to expect and what is expec- 
ted of him. 


Parents agree that it is im- ` 


possible to be completely consis- 
tent. But here are a few ideas to 
try — 

Having Routines: Give your 
child a predictable day by having 
a daily routine. Set times for 
meals, times to be quiet, bath 
time, homework time and bed- 
time. This is especially important 
for young children. 

Using Rules: “Hang up your coat 
when you come home from 
school” and “No singing at the 
table” are examples of what is 
meant by rules. Rules are the 
regular expectations within a 
family. Nowadays families have 
different values and life styles 
and so rules vary from family to 
family. Here are some sugges- 
tions for using rules — 

e The rules should meet your 
needs but not deny the child’s 
needs. 

e Set as few rules as possible. 
Think, are they really necessary? 
e Set rules you feel are important 
so that you will be more likely to 
enforce them consistently. In 
other words, don’t set rules just 
because you think your neigh- 
bour or mother-in-law would ap- 
prove or because you read a 
suggestion in a magazine. 


As your children get older in- 
volve them in deciding the rules. 
State the problem and together 
decide rules to solve it and what 
will happen if they are broken. 

Husband and wife should 
agree on rules and always try to 
make clear what will happen if a 
rule is broken. But remember, itis 
natural for children to test rules.

This is their way of finding out if 
the boundaries are really there. 

Setting an example is import- 
ant. Children imitate those 
around them so behave as you 
expect your child to. If you slap 
your children when you are angry 
they may well learn to slap others 
when they are angry. 

In spite of a parent’s attempt to 
discipline - through praise, en- 
couragement and example, 
sometimes children misbehave 
and a parent considers using 
punishment. 

Often though, misbehaviour is 
a sign that something is wrong. 
Maybe the child should not be 
punished at all: is he overtired, 
upset, confused or frustrated? 

There are many forms of 
punishment — removal of a treat 
or privilege, confinement to a 
room, spankig, verbal comments, 
and more. Howevr, the purpose 
of punishment should be to teach 
the child that you disapprove of 
what he has done. Thus a child's 
behaviour should be punished, 
not his feelings or personality. 

There are several guidelines 
for using punishment effectively 
so that the child is left feeling al- 
right about himself: 

Do Not: punish a child by belitt- 
ling or insulting him. To tell a child 
he is bad or stupid is really 
punishing his personality and not 
what he did. 

Do Not: state a thret unless you 
know you can and will carry it-out. 

Do Not: talk very much. 

Do Not: lecture him concerning 
how bad he is. 

Do: try to logically relate the 
punishment to the misbehaviour. 

That is, “if you boys can't watch 
T.V. without fighting there will be 
no more T.V. tonight.” 

Do: fit the punishment to the mis- 
behaviour. Punishment that is 
inappropriate or too harsh makes 
the child feel bad or angry to- 
wards the punisher. 

Do: punish only once for the 
same misbehaviour. 

Do: tell the child what you expect 
in the future. 

Do: speak sternly but as little as 
possible. 

Do: forgive and forget after the 
_ punishment is over. - 

Do: punish young children 
immediatey after the misbe- 
haviour. 


Spanking should not be us 
as a routine approach to dis 
pline. It can be used to conve) 
message of disapproval. 
should not be used in order 
hurt the child or to make him p 
for what he has done. 


Providing Love 

There are many ways pare 
can show their children that th 
love them. Make your child f 
secure by using praises and « 
couragement, by being cons 
tent with discipline and us 
appropriate punishment. T 
takes and shows a lot of love 
your part. Some other sugg 
tions include: 
e telling your children you I

Is It 
Evolution or 
Revolution? 


by John H. Teggart 
St. Jane: Frances School 


Rene Levesque’s recent visit to 

- New York has clearly defined the 
intents of his part and the direc- 
tions his administration will take. 
Quebec independence and the 
subsequent break-up of Canada, 
though not the platforms of the 
Parti Quebecois’ election cam- 
paign in the province are now its 
major thrusts. This, despite the 
fact that quebecers indicated by 
fewer than 15%, that these objec- 
tives were their own. But Rene is 
an honourable man and he must 
create the illusion of a frustrated 
zealot fabouring under the con- 
fines of a cumbersome consti- 
tution. His charismatic leadership 
and platform eloquence, which is 
without question, carries this off 
quite well. He has surrounded 
himself with a devoted and articu- 
late bevy of followers who seek 
the same purposes with vigour 
and anticipation. They have no 
doubt attracted other social 
reformers of questionable vint- 
age from other parts of the world. 
In this age of the global village we 
must expect it. Their malcontents 
are not without validity, least of all 
their disenchantment with pres- 
ent day federalism. In this latter 
grievance they share a common 
complaint with other members of 
the Confederation family but the 
similarity ends there. But the Parti 
Quebecois members are honour- 
able men and all will evolve 
peaceably so theorizes Mr. 
Levesque. 

The “slings and arrows of out- 
rageous fortune” have no doubt 
embittered Mr. Levesque and 
clouded his vision for Quebec. 
The French connection with 
Canada must end. Are we to be- 
lieve that Quebec’s future lies in 
this so-called evolution to nation- 
hood? Is this process, this evo- 
lution for just one member of our 
political family to the exclusion 
and expense of the other nine? Is 
the eye more important than the 
body’s other members? But 
Rene is an honourable man and 
we should take comfort in this. He 
seeks revolution under the guise 
of this other more reputable 
nomenclature: evolution. To do 
this he must “trip the light fantas- 
tic” within the political arena of 
now, until the tme is expedient to 
amputate Quebec from the rest of 
Canada. 





In New York, Mr. Levesque’s 
reference to the American Revo- 
lution, its ideals and ultimate 
consequences was a pill even the 
hard boiled American financiers 
found hard to swallow. Rene’s 
emotional appeal and sincerity 
couldn’t quite pull it off. perhaps it 
was because he had chosen to 
refer to the wrong revolution and 
another spectre, the American 
Civil War, rose up to their midst. 


There may have been striking 


similarities in his words and pur- 
suits with those of the Con- 
federate nationalists prior to 
1861. Was it not the same type of 
nationalism, a struggle of a 
culture within a culture, which led 
the South to secede from the 
Union? They atleast had a prece- 
dent of nullification and 
secession to buttress their weak 
claims to sovereignty. Were the 
consequences of this same 
controversy not predictable by 
those who were politically aware 
and alert at the same time? 
Perhaps the South could have 
added credence to their actions if 
they used the Parti Quebecois, 
evolutionary theory, the natural 
consequence of the historical ex- 
periences of a people. Perhaps 
Rene appears more of an abo- 
litionist than a visionary. What he 
wants to abolish is Canada. The 
South could not dissolve the 
Union. The Parti Quebecois 
faces the same dilemma in 
Canada. 

But Rene Levesque is an hon- 
ourable man and seeks only what 
is just and right within the defin- 
ition of his own political theories. 
He will use it until it suits him to 
abuse, every legitimate political 
avenue to achieve his party’s 
ends. His is an admirable cause, 
this cause of social justice. The 
latter has disguised some very 
despicable political animals as 
well as martyrs in the past. Are 
the Parti Quebecois’ ends in 
themselves those ends which our 
constitution had intended? The 
intents of the American consti- 
tution were in direct conflict with 
those of the Confederacy and 
Abraham Lincoln took immediate 
but reluctant steps to prevent the 
break-up of the Union. The price 
that was paid by both side is a 
bitter memory to this day, but the 
Union was preserved and 
Abraham Lincoln. became. its 
unique martyr. It might be that Mr. 
Trudeau has flirted with these 


thoughts himself. The American 


bankers and moneymen must 
have been shocked back through 
these pages of their own history 
and wanted no part of another's 
self-same problem, let alone

invest in it! This was the real “fifth 
column” which Rene so vehe- 
mently proclaimed was present 
during his address. If there is to 
be any claim to subterfuge, might 
it be directed against the “separ- 
atist minority” which is alive and 
well living in Quebec? They are 
articulate. and energetic, astute 
and opportunists of the first order. 
That they will hound and beset 
the French Canadian people to 
defame and discount Canada is a 
factwe have to live with. The ban- 
ners they fly are just and needed 
but the ends to their means are 
incompatible with the visions and 
aspirations of other Canadians 
whether they be in Quebec or 
elsewhere. We are reminded of 
other zealots, other idealists, who 
have led movements for social 
changes in recent histoy. They 
did not have the good fortune of 
our own political evolution and 
the consequences of their so- 
called evolutions are unpalatable 
to this Canadian taste. That our 
federalism will complete in 
another phase in its own evo- 


lution, the evolution of Canada, is . 


without doubt, but it will include all 
members, not just nine parts. 
That Quebec will fall victim to the 
Parti Quebecois is remote. That 
Rene Levesque will persist under 
his umbrella of honour, dignity 
and the democratic process is to 
be wished for. That the Canadian 
constitution. will need some 
remedial attention is tomorrow’s 
homework, but we Canadians 
must not take anything for gran- 
ted. The Parti Quebecois is a 
reality, a threat to our unity. Rene 
Levesque is its spokesman, a 
most eloquent and inviting 
leader. Sooner or later he must 
face some hard cold facts. 

1. Quebec is Canada. 

2. Canada will not be dis- 
solved. 
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3. Quebec will confirm this. 
4. Federalism will make a new 

definition, a new evolution.

Preamble 

It is constituted the Jane 
Corridor having the object to 
provide a medium of communi- 
cations for the residents of Ward 
three in the Borough of North 
York. 

Purpose 

To publish a bilingual, non- 
profit, and non-partisan commun- 
ity newspaper for the people 
living within the boundaries of the 
said Ward three. 

a) to keep the community in-

d) to involve concerned citi- 
zens in community affairs 
Membership 

All the residents of Ward three 
that bound themselves to 
observe this constitution and its 
regulations are members of the 
organization. 

a) the honorary members may 
be appointed by the Board of 
Directors subject to ratification at 
the next General Meeting with 
such honorary. members to be 
non-voting and not to hold office. 
Board of Directors 

The Board of Directors shall 
consist of seven members elec- 
ted by the General Assembly and 
will hold office for a period of one 
year. 

a) It will consist of a chairman, 
a Vice-Chairman, a Secretary, a 
corresponding Secretary and a 
Treasurer. 

b) The newly elected Board of 
Directors at its first meeting will 
select from among their member- 
ship a chairman, vice-chairman, 
secretary corresponding sec- 
retary and treeasurer. 

c) The Chairman of the Board 
or any four members of the Board 
can call a meeting of the Board of 
Directors upon three days’ 
notice. 

d) Four members of the Board 
will form a Quorum. 

e) The affairs of the Jane 
Corridor and the objections of its 
activities shall be managed by 
the Board of Directors. The Board 
of Directors may from time to time 
appoint such subordinate officers 


‘Board of 


and committees as in its judg- 
ment the interest of the Jane 
Corridor may require, and shall 
prescribe the duties of such 
appointees. 

f) The Board of Directors shall 
have the power to fill any vacan- 
cies in its membership, such as 
may occur between elections. 
However it being understood that 
membership of all appointed 
members on the Board of Direc- 
tors terminates at the next annual 
meeting at which time they may 
stand for election. 

g) The Board of Directors shall 
hold meetings not less frequently 
than once a month during the 
months when the paper is pub- 
lished. Notice of general meet- 
ings shall be given at least 21 
days prior to such meetings and if 
they are for election purposes, 
nominations shall come from the 
floor and will be accepted pro- 
vided that, at the time of such 
nomination the verbal (written if 
absent) acceptance of the nomi- 
nee has been received. All mem- 
bers of the Board of Directors 
shall hold office until the suc- 
cessors have been elected or ap- 
pointed. 

h) All members of the Board of 
Directors can be re-elected. 
Duties of the Chairman 

The Chairman shall preside at 
all meetings of the members of 
the Jane Corridor and of the 
Directors. The 
Chairman shall also be charged 
with the general management 
and supervision of the affairs and 
operations of the Jane Corridor. 
The Chairman with the Sec- 
retary, or any other officer 
appointed by the Board of Direc- 
tors for the purpose, shall sign all 
by-laws. He/she shall sign all 
correspondence. 

Duties of the Vice-Chairman 

The Vice-chairman shall 
substitute in the absence of the 
Chairman. He/she shall make 
reports at the annual meetings. 
Duties of Secretary 

The Secretary shall attend all 
meetings of the Board of Direc- 
tors and report all facts and 
minutes of all proceedings in the 
books for that purpose. He/she

He or she shall deposit 
all monies or other valuable 
effects in the name and to the 
credit of Jane Corridor in such 
bank or banks as may from time 
to time be designated by the 
Board of Directors.. The 
Treasurer shall disburse the 
funds under the direction of the 
Board of Directors taking proper 
vouchers, therefore and_ shall 
render an account of all trans- 
action as Treasurer. - The 
Treasurer shall also perform 
such other duties as may from 
time to time be determined by the 
Board of Directors. 

Execution of Documents 

The Treasurer shall keep full 
and accurate 
Execution of Documents 

Contracts on behalf of Jane 
Corridor shall be signed by the 
Chairman of the Board. Cheques 
shall be signed by any two of the 
Chairman, Vice-chairman, or 
Treasurer. 

Editor and Staffs 

The Board of Directors is em- 
powered with the hiring and 
laying off of the Editor and Staffs 
forthe good operation ofthe Jane 
Corridor. 

Annual and Special Meetings 

a) The annual meeting must be 
held by the Chairman within 90 
days after the fiscal year ends. 

b) Twenty members will consti- 
tute a quorum for an annual or 
special general meeting. 

c) Two weeks' notice, by publi- 
cation in the Jane Corridor, must 
be given for all general meetings. 

d) Any 100 residents of Ward 
three may call a special general 
meeting by giving written notice 
to the Board of Directors at least 
30 days in advance. 


‘Fiscal Year. 

Unless otherwise decided by 
Membership, the fiscal year of 
the Jane Corridor shall end on the 
31st day of December of each 
year. 

Amendment of Constitution 

This constitution may be 
amended by a.two-thirds vote of 
the Board of Directors at any duty 
called 


the Board of Directors at any duly 
called meeting. Notice of such a 
meeting shall be received at least 
once week prior to the date and 
shall embody the proposal 
amendment. Any amendment 
must be ratified by a majority vote 
of the membership at the next 
general meeting. 

Voting 

a) With the exception of 
amendments: to the by-laws 
constitution, all matters will be 
decided on the basis of a simple 
majority of the eligible voters 
present at any meeting. In the 
case of a tie the Chairman pre- 
siding at the meeting has a cast- 
ing vote. 

b) If more than seven members 
are nominated to the Board of 
Directors, an election by secret 
ballot shall be held. The seven 


members receiving the highest. 


number of votes will be declared 
elected to the Board of Directors. 

c) All other matters, with the 
exception of the election of offi- 
cers, will be decided by a show of 
hands. 
Dissolution 

Dissolution of the Jane 
Corridor must be agreed to by 
two-thirds of the people attending 
the meeting called to consider the 
dissolution. In the event of disso- 
lution or winding up of Jane 
Corridor all of its remaining 
assets, after all debts-have been 
paid, shall be distributed to one or 
more recognized charitable 
organizations in Ward. three.
